But 
his said wife proved untrue to hér marital vows,and committed the crime 
of adultry,which was aone less than five years last past. And your 
Orator here alleges that since the commission of the said adulytry 

came to his knowleage that he has not lived or cohabited with his 

said wife. He also allleges that there ras no fraud or collusion or 
his part in these acts of his said wife,and charges that they were done 
without his procurement or connnivance,and against his vill and 
consent and to his great sorroy and shame. 

The object theregfre of this bill is to obtain a divorce dissolv 
ing the bonds of matrimony which have been contracted and now exist 
between his said wife Mollie Mulwee and himself; and his prayer is that 
the said Mollie Mulwee be made a party defendant to this bill and that 
she be require: to answer the same and that upon a final hearing a 
aecree be entered dissolving the said bonds of matrimony and grant- 
ing all general ana farther relief as the equity of his case may de- 
mand. 
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
